Because not all council 
members had been briefed 
on Newton’s problems that 
item was continued until last 
night (Wednesday) to which 
the council adjourned its 
meeting. 

Also scheduled for further 
discussion at Wednesday 
night’s session was the 1983- 
84 budget for the city. 

The possibility of the re¬ 
turn to the city of owner¬ 
ship of a fire engine original¬ 
ly purchased new by the city 
in 1945 attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the council members. 
The La France machine, de¬ 
clared surplus by the city in 
the I96()s and now owned 
by a Los Angeles city fire¬ 
man, may be available to the 
city as a gift, according to 
Fire Chief Marc Mueller.

Supervisors put off 
prisonsitedecision 


Los Angeles Supervisors 
put off for another week 
the decision of whether or 
not five sites for a state 
prison will be presented to 
the Dept, of Corrections in 
Sacramento. 

One of the sites, the Owl 
Landfill in Irwindale at the 
corner of Myrtle and Long- 
den Ave., part of Super¬ 
visor Pete Schabarum’s First 
District, has been proposed. 
Citizens in Sierra Madre, Ar¬ 
cadia, Monrovia, and Temple 
City are opposing this pos¬ 
sible selection for the 17(X)- 
bed state prison site. 

In Sierra Madre, Karen 
and Sherman Stearns are 
leading the opposition and 
with Paul Herr of Arcadia 
collected 7200 signatures on 
petitions. Two hundred let¬ 
ters were sent to George F. 
Denton, director fo the Dept, 
of Corrections in Sacra¬ 
mento. 


Rita Diamond, representing 
Supervisor Schabarum said 
Tuesday, “People are very 
concerned. The matter has 
been in front of the board 
for a few weeks now with 
little or no movement. We do 
know there are problems with 
the (Owl Landfill) site con¬ 
cerning the kind of site it is. 
We have not done a geo¬ 
logical summary. That’s up 
to the state. We feel the site 
is not that viable but of¬ 
ficially there has not been 
any movement.” 

The area has been seven 
schools within a radius of 
1 '/a miles and two schools 
are only a block away, ac¬ 
cording to Paul Herr, one 
leading the opposition. 

Other sites include Second 
District, the Johns-Mans- 
ville Manufacturing Plant site 
in Carson; Third District, the 
site of the Cheli Air Force

P&R Chairman opposes riding club 


“I know we will give a 
definite decision at next Mon¬ 
day’s meeting,” Rita Thur¬ 
man said Tuesday, referring 
to the Bailey Canyon Park 
decision at next Monday’s 
Parks and Recreation com¬ 
mission meeting. 

Thurman is chairman of the 
commission that will deal with 
whether or not Eaton Can¬ 
yon Riding Club will be al¬ 
lowed to move their opera¬ 
tions over to Bailey Can¬ 
yon Park. The group recent¬ 
ly appealed to the city of 
Sierra Madre for use of the 
park as an alternate area in 
which to house and exercise 
their horses. 

Thurman was asked how 
the commission will vote and 
she answered, “We will re¬ 


tain the park (Bailey Canyon) 
for all of Sierra Madre and 
will be against entertaining 
the chance of changing the 
status of Bailey Canyon in 
any way. I can’t speak for 
the others, of course. This 
is my opinion as chairman 
of the group.” 

Bailey Canyon Park is the 
fenced-in area below the dam 
and is owned by the Los 
Angeles County Flood Con¬ 
trol District. The city of Sierra 
Madre was offered the use of 
this area for recreational pur¬ 
poses with the condition that 
no permanent structures be 
constructed there. The city 
has used the area as a rus¬ 
tic park. 

The L.A. Flood Control 


District does not charge the 
city for its use; however, if 
the riding club was allowed 
use, it would have to be under 
the sponsorship of the city 
of Sierra Madre. 

There is a city ordinance 
that limits the number of 
horses allowed per acre in 
Sierra Madre and the club 
site plan calls for 42 spaces 
to be utilized by the riding 
club, considerably exceeding 
the limit.

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Caution: fire hazards 

Recent hot days accompanied by light 
wind caused the native grassland areas to dry 
and become an Immediate fire hazard, L.A. 
County Fire Chief Clyde A. Bragdon, Jr. warns. 

The long, wet winter resulted In an ex¬ 
cessive growth of grass which can produce 
sufficient heat to Ignite fences and structures 
and lead to major fire loss. 

Firefighters are canvassing their areas 
notifying residents that all grass and vegetation 
must be removed from around buildings and 
other combustibles. Vacant parcels In the non¬ 
brush areas also should be cleared to minimize 
the danger of fire spreading into houses and 
garages. 

Persons living in brush-covered areas must 
comply with the brush clearance ordinance 
which requires removal of combustible vege¬ 
tation for a distance of 30’ from all structures. 
An additional 70’ should be cleared of heavy 
vegetation. Trees cannot overhang eaves or 
roofs. 

Stacks of wood against a building or a 
wooden fence can cause serious problems 
should a fire occur.

It’s time 
to fly the flag 


We all need a brief review of the history 
of the U.S. flag at least once a year, and this 
seems like a good time since it’s National 
Flag Week. 

Two hundred eight years ago the first 
flags were flown over the colonial defenses 
during the Battle of Bunker Hill. They bore a 
pine tree, symbol of the struggle colonial 
Americans undertook to clear their lands of 
trees. 

However, there were several flags used 
before the first American flag was chosen 
two years after the Battle of Bunker Hill. Con¬ 
tinental Congress delegates chose the 13 
stripes, alternating red and white to denote 
the union, and white stars on a blue field 
representing a new constellation. 

Today that flag has 50 stars representing 
the 50 states in the Union. 

To commemorate the adoption of the flag, 
the Congress, by a Joint resolution approved 
Aug. 3, 1949, designated June 14 of each year 
as Flag Day. 

Although that day will be past by the time 
subscribers read the News, we urge everyone 
to fly a U.S. flag during this entire week.

Energy trek to 
out-of-this-world 

Energy and science 
buffs take note: a 350- 
mile loop trip from Sierra 
Madre can provide an 
entertainment outing for 
the entire family, with 
views of some of the most 
esoteric research facilities 
in the world. 

A special tour last 
week, provided by South¬ 
ern California Edison 
for members of the press, 
politicoes and educators, 
introduced us to the 
fascinating forefront of 
alternate energy which 
is being ardently pursued 
today. The experience in¬ 
cludes everything from 
the mystical to the ludi¬ 
crous in far-out experi¬ 
ments — all of it valuable 
I because of the knowledge 
It has brought on what 
will work and what won’t 
in meeting our needs for 
elecrtricity in a future of 
dwindling fossil fuel 
supplies. 

The trip, which can 
be made in one day, in¬ 
cludes five experimental 
pilot sites, with a bonus 
of some dramatic sce¬ 
nery thrown into the 


bargain. The route goes 
through some of South¬ 
ern California’s most 
famous wildflower areas 
and our trek included 
some of the late bloomers, 
notably armies of stately 
Yucca, lighting up the 
landscape with their 
“Lord’s Candles.” 

Our first stop was in 
Hesperia, reached via 
Fwy. 210 and 15, with 
spectacular views of the 
snowy side of the San 
Gabriels. Here the Arco 
Solar Photovoltaic faci¬ 
lity displays its 108 trac¬ 
kers which focus on the 
sun and face the visitors’ 
area later in the day. 
The plant is unmanned, 
being computerized. 

Completed last April, 
trjfe plant is the world’s 
largest, producing about 
a third of the total output 
currently generated by 
this space age technology; 
hence the name: photo 
meaning “light in,” 
and voltaic, meaning 
“energy out.” While the 
ancient Greeks had the 
knowledge, only now is 
it being translated into 
practical application. 

Stop #2 was Solar One, 
the world’s largest .solar 
plant, at Daggett, reached
